tary” seems to be the Horatio 
Alger-esque theme chosen by the daily 
press in commenting upon President 
Roosevelt’s nomination of James For- 
restal as Secretary of The Navy. Like 
most factually correct epitomizations the 
phrase is inadequate, and for one who 
lists his hobby as “obscurity” it is also 
flamboyant. And, besides, the distinction 
is not unique. 

What is important is that Mr. For- 
restal succeeds a great leader, the late 
Col. Frank Knox, after serving what was 
considerably more than an apprentice- 
ship in building and equipping the most 
powerful fleet the world has ever seen. 
It is important also that, although Mr. 
Forrestal describes himself as a Dem- 
ocrat in the meager biography he sup- 
plied Who’s Who In America, his ap- 
pointment is in no sense a political one. 
The quick comments of approval from 
Republicans, and what may be described 
as factional Democrats in the Congress, 
is a measure of the popularity of Mr. 
Forrestal’s designation. 

The new Secretary-designate is 52 
years old, next to the youngest man in 
the Cabinet. He was born in Beacon, 
N. Y., went to Dartmouth for a year after 
completing his public school education, 
and then transferred to Princeton where 
he was a member of the Class of ’15. He 
tried his hand at newspaper work, and 
became editor of the undergraduate news- 
paper, The Princetonian, but he was 
never a conspicuous figure on the uni- 
versity campus. Mr. Forrestal is not, and 
never has been, a gregarious person. He 
has been, and now more than ever is, a 
prominent man, but he has a deep-seated 
conviction that a man’s effectiveness, 
especially in Washington, is in inverse 
ratio to the amount of time he spends 
on public appearances and social com- 
motion. 

Mr. Forrestal’s interest in aviation an- 
tedated the last war; in 1917 he enlisted 
in the Naval Reserve, was among the 
group of cadets sent to Canada for train- 
ing by the R.F.C., and when commis- 
Sioned an ensign pilot he was returned 
to Washington to serve in the Office of 
Naval Operations. He saw the war out 
in Washington as a lieutenant (j.g.). Mr. 
Forrestal returned then to the banking 
firm of Dillon, Read & Co., whose employ- 
ment he had left to join the Navy, and 
from bond salesman he rose to head of 
the bond department, to President Clar- 
ence Dillon’s right-hand man, and, in 
1937, to the presidency of the firm. Wall 
Street is as barren of anecdotes as is the 
Princeton Campus or the Navy Depart- 
ment to embroider the life-story of this 
quiet, slight young man with the shy 
smile beneath a punch-flattened nose who 
1S now administrator of that huge indus- 
try, the United States Navy.

Senate Group Moves 
To Confirm Generals 


Final action one way or another on the 
nominations for promotion of 14 Army 
officers to permanent general officer 
ranks which were submitted to the Senate 
last October seems likely to be taken by 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee on 
22 May. 

By a 12-0 vote the committee on Tues- 
day reversed its action of less than two 
months ago and reestablished the five-man 
standing committee on nominations which 
it had abolished on 21 March. 

To the recreated subcommittee were 
referred those of the 14 nominations 
which have not already been reported to 
the full committee by special three-man 
subcommittees which succeeded’ the 
standing nominations committee. 

However, the subcommittee was in- 
structed to report the nominations fa- 
vorably or adversely by 22 May at which 
time the full committee proposes to act 
on all 14 nominations. 

Two of the nominations, those of Lt. 
Gen. George S. Patton (col., Cav.) to be 
major general and of Lt. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell (col., CE) to be major general, 
already have been reported to the full 
committee. 

Also before the full committee are the 
nominations of six other generals re- 
ported by various subcommittees: 

Lt. Gen. Jonathan M. Wainwright, (brig. 
gen.) to be major general. 

Lt. Gen. Joseph T. MeNarney (col., AC) 
to be major general. 

Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell (brig.gen.) to 
be major general. 

Lt. Gen. George C. Kenney (It. col., AC) to 
be brigadier general. 

Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark (It. col., Inf.) to 
be brigadier general. 

Maj Gen. Walter B. Smith (It. col., Inf.) to 
be brigadier general. 

Referred to the revived nominations 
subcommittee were the nominations of the 
following officers for promotion’ to 
brigadier general, which had not been re- 
ported by the special subcommittees at 
the time they were abolished: 

Lt. Gen. Carl Spaatz (col., AC). 

Lt. Gen. Omar N. Bradley (it. col., Inf.). 

Lt. Gen. Ira N. Eaker (lt. col., AC). 

Lt. Gen. Millard F. Harmon (col., AC). 

Lt. Gen. Thomas T. Handy, (It. col., FA). 

The standing nominations subcommit- 
tee, headed by Senator Chandler, Ky.; 
assisted by Senators Wallgren, Wash. ; 
Kilgore, W. Va.; Holman, Ore., and Gur- 
ney, S. Dak., had refused to report the 
Patton nomination. Chairman Chandler 
declared that he would not vote for the 
nomination. Two members of the sub- 
committee, Senators Wallgren and Kil- 
gore, with Senator Truman, Mo., a mem- 
ber of the full committee, had sponsored 
a resolution blocking all permanent gen- 
eral officer promotions for the duration 
of the war. This resolution was voted 
down by the full committee on 21 March, 
at which time the Chandler nominations 
subcommittee was abolished, and the 14 
nominations were parcelled out to spe- 
cial three-man subcommittees. 

Last week Senator Johnson, Colo., 
angered at the abolition of the Chandler 
group while that Senator was away from 
the capital, announced his intention to 
move restoration of the Chandler com- 
mittee this Tuesday. 

The full committee adopted the motion,

Camouflage Uniform 

The mottled green-and-brown camou- 
flage jungle uniform, long the distinguish- 
ing battle garment of the American Army 
jungle fighter, is being discontinued in 
favor of a solid color uniform in a dark 
shade of olive drab. 

The new jungle uniform is none ether 
than the regulation GI two piece fatigue 
suit of herringbone twill, known to mil- 
lions of American soldiers as the uni- 
form in which they learned to be fighters, 
but made in a slightly darker shade than 
the suit issued in the United States. 

The change is being made at the di- 
rection of the Commanding General of 
the Southwest Pacific Theater of opera- 
tions, General Douglas MacArthur, and 
in the newest development in the Quar- 
termaster Corps’ search for the most ef- 
fective camouflage designs. While the 
present green and brown mottled design 
is effective as long as the wearer re- 
mains comparatively motionless, the dark 
olive drab is believed to be more suitable 
for the vigorously active battle move- 
ments which now characterize the fight- 
ing in jungle areas. 

Although the green and brown camou- 
flage uniform has been pictured in a thou- 
sand advertisements and story illustra- 
tions and has become almost as much a 
part of the American jungle fighter’s 
equipment as his steel helmet, only a 
comparatively few of them were actually 
used in routing the Japs from strong- 
holds in the Pacific islands. The men wore 
herringbone twill fatigue suits of either 
the one piece or two piece design, or 
whatever other dull-colored clothing was 
available—even the olive drab under- 
shirts and shorts when dive-bombing in- 
sects and shade from the intense rays of 
the tropical sun permitted. 





Army Tells Congress 
It’s Short of Officers 


The Army has a shortage of officers, 
not a surplus, Maj, Gen. Miller G. White, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1, told the 
House Military Affairs Committee in 
testimony made public this week. 

The personnel chief also told the com- 
mittee that a revision of the Army’s re- 
classification regulation, AR 605-230, will 
soon be off the presses, that reclassifica- 
tion is working very well in the Army, 
and that he personally would be opposed 
to any legislation which would give re- 
classified officers in the draft ages a draft 
exempt status. 

Asked about his views on a bill recently 
introduced by Representative Sadowski, 
of Mich., which would provide that offi- 
cers separated through reclassification 
would be retained on the inactive list in 
not more than one grade lower than that 
held before reclassification, General 
White declared: 

“That bill says to all the officers in the 
Army, ‘If you don’t want to serve, you 
can fall down on the job and you will be 
taken off active duty and given exemp- 
tion from the draft’.” 

There will not “be anything like the 
numbers” of officers to be separated from 
the service, as was estimated last fall, 
at which time General White told the 
committee 25,000 to 30,000 officers would 
be relieved. 

“Actually, in total numbers, we are not 
surplus, we are short,” he said. “We 
have a continuing need, and an increas- 
ing need, for young officers who can com- 
mand platoons and companies, especially 
in combat. We have a growing surplus of 
older officers who can only fill adminis- 
trative positions, usually administrative 
positions in the United States, for whom 
we have a diminishing requirement.” 

Because there have been changes in ad- 
ministrative details, the reclassification 
regulation of 9 June 1943 is now being 
revised, the personnel chief has told the 
House Committee. 

Describing modifications in reclassifi- 
eation procedure, he said that the plac- 
ing of reclassification boards at every 
post, camp and station, under the orig- 
inal plan, “proved very unsatisfactory. 

“It usually developed into a trial of 
the officer who recommended reclassi- 
fication, rather than trial of the officer 
recommended for reclassification.” 

This was followed by centralizing the 
reclassification system with a board in 
each service command, General White 
said, but recently the commanding gen- 
erals of the Air Forces, Ground Forces 
and Service Forces have been authorized 
to handle their own reclassification cases 
and to establish boards as needed. The 
personnel chief estimated that there are 
now 20 to 30 boards in the United 
States. 

During the year 1943 and up to 18 
April, 1944, a total of 2,841 reclassifica- 
tion cases reached the War Department, 
General White testified. Of these cases, 
action was pending on 93 recent arrivals, 
746 officers were reassigned in grade, 106 
were demoted and reassigned, 930 offi- 
cers were given honorable discharges, 
556 were given other than honorable sep-

ternal criticism. He followed his own 
advice in 1940 when President Roosevelt 
asked Mr. Forrestal to become one of his 
group of administrative assistants, and 
gave him Latin American relations for 
his field. Two months later, in August, 
the President selected Mr. Forrestal to 
fill the newly created office of Under 
Secretary of The Navy. 

In that post, Mr. Forrestal’s great task 
was production and materiel. That the 
fleets of the United States, after the 
debacle of Pearl Harbor, dominate all 
oceans, is in no small part due to the 
concentrated effort of the quiet, dogged, 
persuasive James Forrestal. During 
Secretary Knox’s occasional absences he 
was Acting Secretary; he himself saw 
the Navy at work when he watched the 
invasion of the Marshall Islands from a 
warship’s bridge. No man, it can safely 
be said, steps into an office better pre- 
pared to fill it wholly, than Mr. Forrestal. 
There will be no pause in the com- 
plicated, high speed mechanism of the 
Navy Department while the new Chief 
settles into the driving seat. His close 
and cordial relations with and knowledge 
of the high command of the Navy—and 
the Army too—assures him of coopera- 
tion. 

Mr. Forrestal is more effective, more at 
ease, with small groups than with large 
audiences. He has worked well with the 
committees and sub-committees of Con- 
gress, with the executive directors of the 
industries equipping the Navy. Even in 
his recreation he chooses the intimate 
competition of golf, tennis singles and, 
until lately, boxing. His nose was broken 
in a sparring match in his youth, giving 
this quiet, earnest gentleman a cast of 
extraordinary pugnacity. But his great- 
est relaxation is reading, and in his choice 
of books there is—none. He is a mystery 
story fan; popular novels, the latest 
biographies, any and all books pertain- 
ing to the Navy, to international affairs 
and economics, these he reads with a 
photographic eye and a mind like a blot- 
ter. But the modern press can not sup- 
ply him rapidly enough. Recently he 
acquired full sets of Dickens and Thacke- 
ray, and has all of them well assimilated, 
too. 

For politics as such he has respect, but 
no yearning; he repeats with delight the 
advice Speaker Sam Rayburn gave him 
when he first came to Washington “Re- 
member, son, you can’t be a statesman 
until you’ve been elected to office.” 

If Mr. Forrestal is vehement on any 
subject, it is on the necessity of main- 
taining a powerful Navy.when the war 
is won. He has expressed himself force- 
fully on that theme: “A nation that hates 
war,” he told a House Committee last 
year, “must keep on hand the facilities 
to make war.” Peace without power to 
preserve it he describes as “a dream.” 
And the Navy, he recently insisted, must 
£0 on as an entity, not a sub-division of 





an all-inclusive Department of Defense. 

It is a tremendous job to which Mr. 
Forrestal succeeds. No man, in recent 
years, has been better prepared for the 
task nor so unhesitatingly proclaimed to 
be the one man to do it. 


Cut OCS Classes Further 


A cut in the size of the classes at five 
of the Officer Candidates Schools still in 
operation was announced by Maj. Gen. 
Miller G. White, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
G-1, to the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, testimony made public this week 
disclosed. 

At the same time General White told 
the committee that the Army was study- 
ing the advisability of opening officer can- 
didate schools overseas. He reminded that 
a small school, operated for a time in 
England, was now closed, and that the 
only school now overseas was a small one 
in Australia, operated intermittently by 
General MacArthur when conditions made 
it desirable to put a class through. 

“Now we are studying the necessity for 
sétting up officer candidate schools over- 
seas,” General White told the House 
group. “As the bulk of the Army gets 
overseas we must keep promotion oppor- 
tunities available to them.” 

Largest cut in the officer candidate 
school classes is being made in the Field 
Artillery School at Ft. Sill, Okla. Capac- 
ity of each class has been ordered re- 
duced from 1,200 to 75. 

The Infantry OCS classes at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga., have been reduced from 3,200 
to 2,000. 

The Quartermaster School at Camp 
Lee, Va., has cut its classes from 2,100 
to 1,200. 

The Army Air Forces Administrative 
School classes have been cut from 3,000 
to 500. 

Classes at the Signal Corps OCS, Ft. 
Monmouth, N. J., have been cut from 1,500 
to 1,200. 

Three schools, however, are increasing 
the size of their classes, two by substan- 
tial numbers. Classes at the Engineer OCS 
at Ft. Belvoir, Va., have been expanded 
from 1,800 to 3,000, and classes at the 
Transportation Corps OCS at New Or- 
leans have been upped from 400 to 1,100. 
The Ordnance OCS at Aberdeen, Md., has 
increased its classes from 1,050 to 1,100. 

No change has been made in the size 
of the classes at the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s School at Ann Arbor, Mich., the 
Finance School at Durham, N. C., and 
the Medical Administrative School: at 
Camp Barkeley, Tex. These classes num- 
ber 150, 100 and 50, respectively. 

The War Department on 27 April an- 
nounced the closing of the Chemical War- 
fare, Armored Force, Military Police and 
Antiaireraft Artillery Schools. Previously 
the Cavalry, Coast Artillery, Tank De- 
stroyer, Adjutant General’s, Quartermas- 
ter (Ft. Warren Branch), Medical Ad- 
ministrative (Carlisle Barracks Branch), 
and the Army Administrative Schools had 
been closed.

12-0, but amended it to require that the 
Chandler subcommittee report the pend- 
ing nominations by 22 May. 

The amended motion adopted by the 
full committee provides: 

That the six subcommittees on nominations 
appointed under resolution of this Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs adopted 21 March, 
1944, are hereby discharged; 

That, in lieu thereof, a new subcommittee 
consisting of Senators Chandler, chairman, 
Kilgore, Wallgren, Gurney, and Holman is 
hereby authorized to be appointed; 

That, all nominations, except those already 
reported by subcommittees, be referred to 
the new subcommittee; 

And that said subcommittee be requested 
to make a report of its agreement or dis- 
agreement on or before 22 May 1944; 

That consideration by this standing com- 
mittee of nominations already reported and 
those formerly referred to the discharged sub- 
committees but not yet reported, shall be post- 
poned to 22 May 1944, when they shall be acted 
on by this standing committee. 


IX Air Force Base Command 


IX Air Force Service Command Head- 
quarters, England — Emphasizing the 
stepped-up tempo of Allied invasion 
moves, the organizations that comprise 
the base command of the IX AFSC have 
been closely linked in a new and stream- 
lined Headquarters Group, it was an- 
nounced recently. Maj. Carlyle B. Bur- 
dette, of East Stone Gap, Va., has been 
appointed commanding officer. 

The new setup, which is now swinging 
into operation, indicates the important 
role being played by the Ninth Air Force 
in the expansion of air war against the 
Axis. It provides for greater centraliza- 
tion of command at the base station, and 
replaces the previous system of more in- 
dependent action on the part of the in- 
dividual units. 

Under the functioning of the new 
Headquarters Group, separate personnel, 
intelligence, training and supply sections 
operate as S-1, 8-2, 8-3, and S-4. Each 
section is completely staffed and relieves 
the IX AFSC of the bulk of post work, 
which it formerly carried. Among the 
units which come under the jurisdiction 
of the new Headquarters Group are the 
station complement, military police, quar- 
termaster, finance, signal, ordnance and 
other attached organizations. 

Many of the officers and non-coms 
whose administrative teamwork has con- 
tributed to the success of the organiza- 
tion were in forward echelons during the 
North African campaign against Rommel. 

Major Burdette is a graduate of Milli- 
gan College, Tenn., and of Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute. He was commissioned 
in the reserves in 1936, and prior to en- 
tering active service was a military in- 
structor at Fork Union Military Academy 
and Virginia Polytechnie Institute, As 
executive officer of the Headquarters 
Group, Major Burdette has chosen Maj. 
Ralph P. Weaver of Redlands, Cal., who 
in civilian life was an executive with the 
General Motors Truck Company of Pon- 
tiac, Mich. 

Acting in the dual capacity of per- 








sonnel officer and commanding officer of 
the Headquarters Squadron is Maj. Wil- 
liam M. Brown, jr., of Kenedy, Tex 
Major Brown has been commanding ofli- 
cer of Headquarters Squadron since Feb- 
ruary, 1943. Maj. Francis J. Hegarty of 
Glendale, Cal., who pioneered in the de- 
velopment of airways in Latin-America 
is chief of intelligence. Maj. Edward J 
Mason of Detroit, Mich., is in charge of 
training, and Maj. William H. Durham 
of Phoenix, Ariz., is supply officer,

arations, and 410 were reassigned by the 
field but the cases were passed upon by 
the War Department because of special 

circumstances in each case. 

: I can summarize that in another way,” 
General White continued, “1,262 of the 
2,748 cases were retained in the service 
and reassigned with or without demo- 
tion ; 1,486 were separated from the ser- 
vice. 

“You must remember that a great many 
cases are closed and never reach the War 
Department,” he continued. “They were 
closed by reassignment,” ; 

The Bryden Separation Board often 
reverses reclassification board decisions, 
General White testified. Some officers 
marked for separation are ordered re- 
tained; a few are reassigned and given 
a probationary period. 

Referring to demotions, General White 
declared: “Many officers do well in a 
junior grade, but are promoted above 
their depth. Push them back down and 
they do all right.” 

: Draft age officers separated honorably, 
General White stated, may reenlist im- 
mediately without going through Selec- 
tive Service. If a noncommissioned rank 
was held before appointment as an offi- 
cer, the ex-officer will revert to such 
rank.

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Post-War Service Organization 

Four Navy witnesses this week added 
new arguments against immediate con- 
golidation of the Army and Navy in ap- 
pearances before the House Select Com- 
mittee on Post War Military Policy. 

However, it was learned this week that 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff have directed 
both the Army and Navy to study plans 
for unification of the armed forces. In 
accordance with the order, Admiral 
Ernest J. King, commander in chief, 
United States Fleet, and Chief of Naval 
Operations, one of the four members of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, has ordered his 
subordinates to prepare a program under 
which the two services can be amalga- 
mated into a single department. 

A similar study was ordered for the 
War Department some time ago by Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
also a member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. : 

It is understood that the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have expressed the hope that the 
Army and Navy can agree on major 
points of a unification plan after study 
by the two services. 

“The Army and Navy already have con- 
curred in the details of a peace-time draft 
system, although the Bureau of the Budg- 
et has not permitted the report to be 
transmitted to Congress. 

The services are agreed upon one year 
of intensive training, followed by a period 
of reserve service. ' 

Appearing before the committee yes- 
terday, Vice Adm. R. R. Waesche, Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard, urged that 
regardless of decisions made on the or- 
ganization of the Armed Forces, the Coast 
Guard should be returned to the civil es- 
tablishment in peace time. 

Stating that proper location of the ser- 
vice has repeatedly received the careful 
consideration of Congress and the Presi- 
dent, Admiral Waesche said location of 
the Coast Guard in the civil establish- 
ment in normal times “provides assurance 
to the maritime industry, with whose op- 
erations the Coast Guard is primarily 
concerned, that the Coast Guard service 
and regulatory activities will not be ad- 
ministered from a military point of view.” 

Rear Adm. Joseph R. Redman, USN, 
director of Naval Communications, told 
the group that Naval Communications 
are inextricably tied up with command 
and “have no parallel in the Army except 
perhaps to a degree in the Army Air 
Forces,” 

During testimony before the post-war 
committee on 10 May, Vice Adm. Randall 
Jacobs, Chief of Naval Personnel, de- 
clared : 

“It is understood that this committee will 
shortly consider the wisdom of Congressional 
action to provide for universal military train- 
ing after the war. If we had had such a sys- 
tem before this war, the course of events 
would have been quite different. 

“The War and Navy Departments have al- 
ready worked out together the principles 
which both services recommend in _ connec- 
tion with a universal military training pro- 
gram. There is no disagreement between us 
as to the necessity, nor as to the kind of sys- 
tem that should be recommended, 

“Implicit in the program is the recognition 
that the training must be separate so far as 
combat personnel are concerned, although it 
muy be possible to unify the training of per- 
sonnel physically disqualified for combat duty 
and who will be destined for war industries, 
and for the training of such professional per- 
sonnel as doctors, dentists and chaplains.” 

Much of Admiral Jacobs’ statement 
was devoted to an explanation of the 
differences in the personnel requirements 
between the Army and Navy. He pointed 
out that all personnel on ships must have 
good vision, and be free of color blind- 
hess. Deck officers necessarily require

more formal education than aviators, he 
said. 

“In many respects,” he admitted, “effi- 
ciency would be served if there were fur- 
ther centralization of such welfare ac- 
tivities of the Army and Navy as ship’s 
service stores, provision for movies and 
other forms of entertainment, and recu- 
peration and hospital facilities. Even 
here, however, there are important differ- 
ences.” 

In addition to Admiral Jacobs, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy Yard, Vice 
Adm. F. J. Horne, Vice Chief of Naval 
Operations, and Lt. Gen. A. A. Vande- 
grift, Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
appeared before the committee this week. 

Most of Admiral Horne’s paper was 
devoted to a discussion of Naval supply 
problems. He pointed to differences be- 
tween the Army and Navy, but said there 
was a need for cooperation in many fields. 
Referring to present liaison agencies, he 
declared, “The course of the war and 
the effectiveness of the contribution of 
the United States thereto bears evidence 
that the system is working.” 

He continued: 

“As you gentlemen know, this problem of 
a single Department of War was thoroughly 
studied by the Morrow Board in 1922. It is 
under active study by the Navy Department 
and by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. At the 
present time my position with respect to a 
single department of war is that the pro- 
posal is open to serious question, pending 
further intensive study. In the meantime I 
am unqualifiedly opposed to undertaking such 
a reorganization until this war has been 
brought to a successful conclusion—which it 
will be under the present organization.” 

Three broad plans for a post-war Navy 
are being prepared, Admiral Horne said. 
The first is “based upon a world situa- 
tion wherein there would be no agree- 
ment between the Allied Nations to co- 
operate in maintaining peace in the 
world.” The second is based upon Ameri- 
can “responsibility for maintenance of 
peace in the western Atlantic and the 
Pacific.” The third “assumes an agree- 
ment between the Allied Nations for some 
system of collective security.” 

*General Vandegrift devoted his talk to 

a history of the development of special- 
ized sea soldiers, which began with the 
Greeks, and which has been adopted by 
each big navy nation in modern times. 
He then discussed the special field of 
the Marines, and emphasized that effi- 
ciency required that such forces be under 
intimate naval control. 

The Japanese Marines, organized only 
after that nation experienced difficulties 
at Shanghai in the nineteen-thirties, pro- 
vided the resistance at Tarawa, he said. 


The seizure of Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Rabau, the Andaman Islands and the 


Dutch East Indies was “accomplished or 
spear-headed by an unbelievably small 
number of special naval landing parties 

the Japanese Marines—which are an 
integral part of their navy.” 

The Marines have given amphibious 
training to five Army divisions, and ure 
training others, the Marine leader de- 
clared. Those trained were the Ist, 3rd, 
7th, 9th and 27th Infantry Divisions. 

These divisions were trained, he said, 
“as there were not enough Marine di- 
visions to spearhead all landings of our 
Army for large scale operations against 
enemy land forces. Their landings dif- 
fered from those of Marines employed in 
naval operations. They were only the ini- 
tial movements of a large land campaign, 
or of a new phase of such a campaign, 
and so a transient incident in their whole 


combat effort. However, in proportion to |

phibious employment, they required con- 
siderable special training in the perform- 
ance of tasks unrelated to their normal 
modes of action.” 

Setting up an over-all organization, he 
continued, “however plausible at first 
sight, may be an over-simplification of 
our problem, and eventually lead to the 
very duplication, overlapping of authority 
and conflicts of interest which we hope to 
avoid.” 

The principle of joint command evolved 
in this war, should be continued in peace, 
General Vandegrift said. Our overseas 
bases always should be under the com- 
mand of an officer of that service whose 
paramount interest is involved. This, 
however, does not necessarily call for a 
single service of supply, he went on. 

Assistant Secretary Bard discussed the 
question of civilian manpower, and stated 
that only a small proportion of the Navy’s 
civilian employees could be dispensed 
with in event of an amalgamation, since 
most personnel are on mechanical tasks 
which will continue to be performed. 

Some efficiencies are possible, he said, 
continuing, 

“T must bring to your attention the fact 
that combination of the Armed Services 
under one head points up a stupendous 
administration operation which is beyond 
the administrative experience up to this 
time of any individual or group in this 
country.”

Col. Sarnoff in London 


Under the heading “To Tell U. S. the 
Big News,” the London Daily Telegraph 
on 29 April printed the following item: 


“Yesterday I met a world authority on 
radio. He is Col. David Sarnoff, of the United 
States Army Signal Corps, now in London 
to take up what he considers to be the most 
important job of his career. 

“He has been made Special Consultant to 
Gen. Eisenhower’s Communications Branch 
at Supreme Allied Headquarters. This is the 
man who may well flash the first news of 
the invasion of Burope across the world. I 
gather he would like to take over the keys 
himself on that occasion. 

“As President of the Radio Corporation 
of America and chairman of the board of the 
National Broadcasting Company, Colonel 
Sarnoff might almost be described as the 
American combined counterparts of Sir Ed- 
ward Wilshaw, chairman of Cable and Wire- 
less, and Mr. W. J. Haley, director-general 
of the BBC. 

“He got his first job as a wireless opera- 
tor in Nantucket Island before he was 17. 
His big chance came in 1912 when on April 
14, at a newly installed radio station on 
top of the Wanamaker Building in New York, 
he picked up the news of the sinking of the 
Titanic. 

“By orders from Washington, every other 
wireless station in the country was closed 
down to stop interference. He stayed at his 
post for 72 hours, until he had given the 
name of the last survivor. 

“Clean-cut, rather stocky in build, slightly 
grey at the temples, he is a young 53.”

Guatemala PX Canteen 

Hq., Panama Canal Dept.—The Post 
Exchange Canteen of the Guatemala 
Sixth Air Force Base is unique in many 
ways. It has a sandwich bar of solid 
mahogany; the menu is in English, but 
orders are taken in Spanish; and every- 
thing from boiled eggs to wedding and 
birthday cakes are sold. 

The novel exchange came about when 
Mrs. John Leche, wife of the British 
Minister to Guatemala, was called upon 
to help feed the first forty U. S. soldiers 
who arrived. Mrs. Leche, using the Lega- 
tion kitchen, undertook the task of giving 
the American boys what they wanted. 
When other arrangements were made for 
their regular meals, the boys suggested 
that she open a canteen and the present 
popular eating room is the result. 

Capt. John B. Hunt, P. X. Officer, is 
behind the actual mechanics of the Post 
Exchange, but the canteen is run by Mrs. 
Leche. The entire profits from the can- 
teen are divided between Guatemalan, 
British and American relief funds. 

Others who have turned a hand to- 
wards making the exchange a success are 
Mrs. Gerald Drew, wife of the First Sec- 
retary in the Americ: an Embassy, and 
Mrs. Leche’s two daughters, Mary 
Therese and Jacqueline. In September, 
1943, the Leche girls left Guatemala to 
attend school in Canada. Mrs. Leche is 
the former Helen Morris Janney of Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Leche began his career as a 
cadet at the Royal Military College and 
was an officer in World War I.

The following letter from Admiral 
Ernest J. King, U.S.N., to Acting Secre- 
tary James Forrestal was made public by 
the Navy Department 6 May: 

Dear Mr. Secretary 

In Part I of my Report of Progress” dated 
27 March 1944, the sentence appease 

“After we were no longer bound by the 
(1922) treaty, the proposal was made to pro- 

ceed with the fortification of Guam, but after 
considerable debate in Congress, it was re- 
jected.” 

The above sentence has been subjected to 
the interpretation that the specific question 
of fortification of Guam was formally voted 
upon by Congress. Such an interpretation is 
erroneous. 

The essential desirability of fortifying 
Guam was communicated to Congress in the 
report of the Hepburn Board in 1939, and 
orally by the Chief of Naval Operations in 
the course of Committee hearings on H. R. 
2880 (76th Congress, first session), but these 
proposals were never embodied in formal 
draft legislation. Though the question of 

“fortification” entered into the debate on the 
said bill, it was not included in the bill as 
voted upon.

Navy Insurance Campaign 

A renewed Navy-wide campaign to 
urge all Naval personnel to carry the 
maximum of $10,000 National Service 
Life Insurance has been initiated jointly 
by the Bureau of Naval Personnel and 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts.

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Fundamentalist Chaplains 

The Navy Department this week ad- 
vised the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee that the Secretary of the Navy has 
replied to the questions raised concerning 
Navy Chaplains by representatives of the 
Fundamentalists at recent hearings on 
the bill to create a Chief of Chaplains in 
the Navy with rank of Rear Admiral, 

The Department forwarded to the 
Committee a copy of a letter sent to the 
Rev. Mr. W. O. Garman, of the Inde- 
pendent Fundamental Churches of Amer- 
ica, in Which it refused to modify re- 
quirements for collateral duty of chap- 
jains, refused to relieve the present Chief 
of Chaplains and said that it will wel- 
come applications from Fundamentalists 
for commissioning in the Chaplains 

7 ‘, 

Corps. The letter to The Rev. Mr. Gar- 
man said: 

In the correspondence and hearings, you 
have made the following requests: 

(1) Relieve the Navy Chaplains from so- 
called collateral duties and let them give 
their time entirely to spiritual welfare and 
one hundred per cent professional services. 

(2) Replace the present Chief of Chaplains, 
Capt. R. D. Workman, Chaplain Corps, United 
States Navy. 

(3) Grant to Dr. Talbott and others the 
opportunity to be reconsidered and enter into 
the service of their country as chaplains. 

(4) Discontinue the alleged discrimination 
heing practised against Fundamentalists by 
giving your organization a quota of chap- 
lains, 

(5) Permit V-12(S) students preparing for 
the Navy chaplaincy to attend accredited 
Fundamentalist seminaries of their own 
choosing and not of the Navy’s choosing. 

I shall discuss specifically these points in 
the following paragraphs: - 

(1) A Navy Chaplain is an officer and takes 
the same oath of allegiance as any other 
officer. Under Navy Regulations, the freedom 
of worship and the right to conduct services 
in the accustomed manner of the chaplain is 
guaranteed. There are no existing instruc- 
tions which require anything to be done which 
would violate the conscience. Furthermore, 
no instructions have ever been issued which 
require violation of conscience. I do not 
consider that so-called collateral duties in- 
terfere with the chaplain’s religious duties. I 
have no intention to issue any further in- 
structions in this matter. 

(2) Your request to replace the present 
Chief of Chaplains is noted. That decision 
is mine alone and will be made, if and when 
1 consider it necessary or advisable. 

(3) Dr. Talbott explained his reasons for 
giving up his commission in his voluntary 
letter of resignation. He exercised his free- 
dom of conscience in submitting his resig- 
nation. His convictions as he stated them in 
his letter of resignation would make it diffi- 
cult for him to serve as a Navy Chaplain. : 

(4) Navy Chaplains are approved by their 
denominations. No association recommends 
clergymen for the chaplaincy. (The associa-

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tion only certifies that the denomination con- 
cerned has granted ecclesiastical approval or 
disapproval.) There are now seven chaplains 
in the Navy who may be classed as “Funda- 
mentalists.” (ie., they have been endorsed 
by one of the following groups—The Ameri- 
can Council of Christian Churches, The Bible 
Presbyterians, the Independent Fundamen- 
talists Churches of America.) In proportion 
to the number of Chaplains now serving in 
the Army, the “Fundamentalist” group are 
entitled to ten chaplains in the Navy, seven 
of whom are now serving as chaplains. Ap- 
plications are welcomed for the three remain- 
ing vacancies, 

(5) The Navy Department stands ready to 
approve a theological seminary recommend- 
ed by you if it meets the following standards 

namely, the seminary must meet the educa- 
tional standards set by the accrediting body 
or bodies. These standards are not arbi- 
trarily established by the Navy, but are gen- 
erally used as the factual standards by which 
such educational institutions are objectively 
judged.

the religious affillation of the student. The 
Navy Department makes the decision with re- 
gard to medical and dental V-12(S8) students, 
and the professional schools which they at- 
tend.

HAT historie strategist, Captain Mahan, emphasized in his writings the in- 

dispensability of an American Merchant Marine. Now comes Admiral King, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Navy, who with the knowledge and experience of five 
years of conflict as a gauge, tells us bluntly that no maritime nation ever has been able 
to fight a war successfully without an adequate Merchant Marine. Unhappily, we 
did not have such a Marine when Congress authorized the two-ocean Navy three 
years ago. Now, thanks to the Maritime Commission, to the genius of our people 
and to the capacity of the Shipbuilding Industry, we have it, What we had afloat 
at the beginning of the war, saved England from submission through starvation, 
and as our merchantmen and protecting warships and planes rolled off the ways, 
we became equipped to deliver Lend-Lease to the United Kingdom and overseas 
Dominions, to Russia and China; to convert carga carriers into “flat tops,” 
and other types of necessary craft, and to transport and supply the Navy and 
our several millions of soldiers dispersed about the globe. All this was accomplished 
by a construction program of 50 million tons of shipping, the cost of which will 
be found to be $12 billions. Had the ships built or building been constructed in 
time of peace their cost would not have exceeded half that sum. Nor would there 
have been the strain on our material and labor resources which the war need 
has imposed. Moreover, a larger American Merchant Marine in peace would have 
meant smaller Axis Merchant Marines, because we would have been carrying our own 
goods, thus denying the service to them and making it unprofitable for them to 
build. Thereby, their power for aggression would have been decreased. 

Not only is an American Merchant Marine vital for our own security, it is 
vital also for England and other Democratic Nations, which must draw upon 
our resources if they are to live, Maintenance of such a marine when peace shall 
come can be done with an operating subsidy of $40 millions per annum, which 
spread over the life of a ship, or compared with our present huge expenditures, 
would be negligible. On National Maritime Day, to be celebrated on 22 May, the 
American people should resolve to develop and maintain a merchant service 
that as an Arm of the Navy, will play its part in restraining an aggressor nation, 
and thereby promote our own security and world peace. 


OW that consideration of the nominations of general officers in the Regular 
N Army has been restored to Senator Chandler’s military subcommittee with in- 
structions to report to the full committee on 22 May, it is to be hoped the Committee 
will no longer hold up action on this important category of promotions. Because the 
immediate needs of war commands are being filled by temporary advancements there 
has been a disposition to attach too little imprtance to the regular promotions. Never- 
theless to the members of the regular establishment these promotions mean much, 
for upon them depend the grade and pay of their ultimate retirement. While promotions 
up to the grade of colonel have continued, the failure to act upon the nominations for 
generals has deprived those in the lower ranks of the vacancies which confirmation 
would create. One of the officers under consideration for appointment to the per- 
manent grade of major general is Lt. Gen. Jonathan Wainwright, heroic commander 
of the valiant band at Corregidor whom starvation and lack of ammunition forced to 
surrender to overwhelming forces just two years ago this month. There is no reason 
to doubt but that the Japanese have made use of the Senate’s delay to belittle this 
officer. Of the 14 nominations pending before the committee 13 have amply demon- 
strated their fitness in the higher temporary ranks they now hold and they should be 
accorded promptly the lower permanent ranks their service and accomplishments have 
earned for them, As to Lt. Gen. George S. Patton, recognized for brilliance in lead- 
ership in North Africa and Sicily, it would appear from expressions of members of 
the committee, that they have no intention of granting him confirmation. This being 
80, his nomination should be withdrawn and another worthy officer named in his 
stead. What is gratifying in this matter is that the committee has awakened to the 
morale value of confirmations of nominations the President submits, and gone is the 
. idea that while the war is in progress regular promotions should be suspended.

ICE Adm. Russell R. Waesche, who 

earlier in the week was honored with 
election as president of the Society of 
American Military Engineers, on 10 May 
was nominated by the President as com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard for a third 
four-year term. 

The 58-year-old officer’s present ap- 
pointment expires 14 June 1944, He was 
first named to the high post while in rank 
of commander and was serving as Chief 
of the Division of Finance at Headquar- 
ters. 

Born 6 Jan. 1886, Admiral Waesche 
was graduated from the U. S. Coast 
Guard Academy in 1906. He has had 17 
years, 9 months of sea duty, but most of 
the latter part of his service career has 
been spent at headquarters, Prior to the 
finance post, he served as aide to the then 
commandant; and previous to that was 
head of the division of gunnery. In early 
prohibition days he climaxed a tour of 
duty on “rum row” by commanding a di- 
vision of six Navy destroyers on the 
liquor patrol. Previously, he had com- 
manded the cutter Snohomish on the 
West Coast. 

Admiral Waesche was promoted to 
grade of commander on 1 July 1926, and 
was appointed commandant by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on 14 June 1936, at the 
age of 50.

Air patréls raided the area at night. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our Solomons-hased 
medium and light bombers dropped seventy 
tons in forenoon raids on airdrome and stor- 
age depots. Vunakanau’s concrete runway 
was cratered and large fires and explosions 
were caused in Talili and Matupi supply 
areas. Air pote at night bombed shore tar- 
gets at Adler Bay and in daylight strafed 
small craft and targets of opportunity. 

Bougainville: Our heavy units at dawn 
bombed Kahili airdrome, scoring hits on the 
runway. East of Buka our dive-bombers at- 
tacked Sorum village, starting fires. Air pa- 
trols throughout the day thoroughly covered 
villages, wrecking numerous build- 
ngs. 


8 May 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Our heavy 
and medium units dropped over thirty tons 
of bombs on Kupang and Penfui airdrome. 
Two parked planes were destroyed and fires 
and explosions observed. 

Buru Island: Our medium units at night 
bombed Namlea township and attacked an 
enemy convoy at Mangoli Island, 125 miles 
to the northwest, damaging a 5,000-ton mer- 
chant vessel. 

Kei Island: Our medium units at dusk 
bombed Tual and airdromes at Langg, Faan 
and Durora, starting fires. 

Northeastern Sector: Netherlands New 
Guinea: Schouten Islands: Our heavy bomb- 
ers attacked installations at Biak Island, 
causing large fires and explosions. The pre- 
vious day one of our bombers was lost in a 
combat with fifteen enemy fighters. 

Timika: Our medium bombers after dawn 
bombed and strafed Keankwa village. 

British New Guinea: Wewak-Hansa Coast: 
Our attack planes bombed and thoroughly 
strafed supply and bivouac areas and in- 
stallations with over fifty tons of explosives.

Northeastern Sector: Netherlands New 
Guinea: Kelmana: Our Heavy and medium 
units dropped thirty-eight tons of bombs on 
Keimana township and Utarom airdrome, 
causing fires and explosions. 

Schouten Islands: Our heavy units struck 
Mokmer airdrome at night and again at mid- 
day with fighter escort, causing large fires 
and explosions. Nine of twelve intercepting 
fighters were shot down without loss. In 
an attack of 6 May our bombers dropped 
seventy-two tons and destroyed a fighter in 
air combat with seventeen enemy planes.

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Foreign Affairs—The purpose of the exploratory conversations which the United 
Nations have been holding, is to assure continued unity of military operations and 
to point the way toward post-war settlements. Both of these objectives are in train, 
and under such reasonably satisfactory conditions the coordinated assault on Ger- 
many will be launched. The British Empire Conference, meeting in London, has 
pledged anew its determination to press on with the war, and in his May Day 
Order, Marshal Stalin left no doubt that the Red Armies would invade Germany. 
Our own attitude is shown by the huge Armies we have transported to England and 
the Mediterranean. The British Empire Conference also has approved an Australian 
invitation to the British Prime Minister, the Dominion Prime Ministers and the 
President of the United States to meet in Australia after Germany shall have sur- 
rendered, to discuss acceleration of the war upon Japan. Meanwhile Mr. Curtin 
was given assurances that while Hitler must be beaten first, a certain minimum 
effort will be maintained in the Pacific so that prolongation of the war there will 
not mean a stalemate. On our part, Admirals King, Nimitz and Halsey have ap- 
proved plans for new operations in that ocean, and with these operations there 
also will be British coordination. The diplomatic pressure applied by the United 
Nations to neutrals, has deprived our enemies of the moral as well as material support 
of Spain and Turkey, and Portugal is expected to follow their example. Further, 
this pressure has precipitated an election in Eire which, however, probably will give 
another mandate to the de Valera government, and support its resistance to American 
and British demands. Sweden, too, is listening more attentively to our repre- 
sentations regarding the suppression of her ball-bearing trade with the 
Reich. Switzerland has not been overlooked in our efforts to blockade Germany. We 
are not despairing that Finland will find it essential for her safety to accept modified 
Russian terms. If Secretary Hull, in conjunction with our Allies, succeeds in what he 
has been tenaciously trying to bring about, sometimes by words and at other times by 
economic measures and Lend-Lease concessions, Germany will not have a helpful 
friend in Europe other than the teetering satellites, when the zero hour for the 
combined advance upon her arrives. ‘Those satellites, too, have been getting our 
diplomatic and propaganda attention. Roumania, Hungary and Bulgaria, have been 
urged to withdraw from the German alliance, and these representations have been 
strengthened by Russia’s reoccupation of Sevastopol and the presence of formidable 
Red Armies at the gateway to the Balkans. Should they comply with our pleas, Allied 
commanders will accord them the same consideration the King of Italy and his Bag- 
doglio Government received, This would be the meaning of “unconditional surrender” 
for them. To Germany, however, will be applied the term in its fullest scope. The people 
must extirpate Hitler and Nazism, the Government then set up must be democratic in 
form, and that Government must surrender to an international Tribunal the guilty 
persons responsible for the war. Germany, however, will not be dismembered, and 
once her devotion to democracy and peace shall be established, she will have access to 
the raw materials of the world, and be admitted to the post-war security and peace 
organization which the United Nations design to create. 

While it is obvious from the above that the great Powers are keeping their eye 
on the ball in the matter of the defeat of Germany, it is nevertheless a fact that the 
differences between them are real and irritating, though, it is believed. not unbridge- 
able, German propaganda is seeking sedulously to develop those differences into 
a split, but this effort has been spoiled by the exploratory conversations which have 
been held, and the result of which has been to bring about an understanding of the 
position of each Government. That is regarded as half way toward solutions. Gen- 
eral de Gaulle and his Committee on National Liberation are endeavoring to force 
the United States and Great Britain'to accord them recognition as the Government 
of France, and not subject to supervision by General Eisenhower. His latest efforts 
to accomplish this aim are found in his expressed desire for a permanent alliance 
with “dear” Russia and mere “cooperation” with the western democracies, and in 
his decision to suspend talks with General Eisenhower on the administrative policies 
to be adopted in reoccupied France, ostensibly because communication between him 
and his representatives in London has been. interrupted. It could be said of these 
efforts that de Gaulle is acting as Hitler would wish, but our authorities are more 
charitable, and are attributing his conduct to an ambition to be the sole ruler of the 
French people. In any case, while we will permit him and his Committee to engage 
in Governmental activities as French areas are taken over, such activities will be 
subject to General Eisenhower's approval. Our military operations cannot be 
hampered by measures which might be inaugurated, such as the arrest and punish- 
ment of Frenchmen whom de Gaulle holds have had a connection with Vichy. This 
does not mean we will recognize or deal with the Petain and Laval Governments. 
The United Nations are agreed on this score. What we want is a helpful people in 
the rear of our Armies, and that General Eisenhower will require. 

Our own Congress is contributing to the difficulties of the President and the 
Secretary of State. In the face of Prime Minister Churchill’s declaration that 
Britain would make no cessions of territory, Senators in the debate on the extension 
of Lend-Lease, support the recommendation of a House Naval sub-Committee that 
we acquire in perpetuity the Atlantic bases obtained under a 99-year lease from 
Britain in exchange for 50 old destroyers. In the Senate also was a demand for our 
possession of bases built in the Pacific. It is pointed out that under a pre-war agree- 
ment, the United States and Great Britain are jointly using Canton and Johnston 
Islands in the western ocean, and probably this will be a precedent for the settle- 
ment of all questions relating to bases. Lord Beaverbrook, charged to form a post- 
war aviation program for the British Empire, stated this week that his government 
had abandoned a Canadian plan for central control of civilian aviation in favor of 
the American plan of the “four freedoms,” described as the right to fly, to land, to 
put down passengers, mail and cargo, and to pick them up anywhere in the world. 
He added that the United States and Britain are in agreement in principle on these 
freedoms, The President has agreed to make long-range aircraft available to Britain 
on a non-discriminatory basis during the post-war period of adjustment of British 
civilian aviation. A question which will necessitate prolonged discussion to settle, is 
that of post-war monetary stabilization. London is determined to maintain the Ster- 
ling bloc, and some of its leaders are critical of the tentative foreign exchange program 
of the “experts” of 30 nations, because it contemplates a fund of $8 billions in gold to 
buy and sell exchange and used to avoid fluctuations in rates, and to make loans to 
countries having an adverse trade balance, British financiers object to tying up Eng- 
land’s fortunes with those of the United States and are fearful of a loss of trade and 
a lower standard of living if the world return to the gold standard. In the matter of 
British trade preference, which Prime Minister Churchill said was specifically ex- 
cluded from the Atlantic Charter, information received here indicates that it will be 
modified so as more nearly to meet the greater freedom of trade which Secretary 
Hull envisages. In the debate on the extension of Lend-Lease, there was complaint on 
the part of Senators at the heavy expenditures and obligations made on account of 
Lend-Lease and from other appropriations, which total $60.7 billions, It was charged 
that some of this money had been used by Britain not for the prosecution of the war, 
but to promote her own political and commercial interests. It was further pointed out 
that reverse Lend-Lease amounts now to only $2 billions, and that many of the items 
set forth therein are extravagant. More important, the Senate unanimously approved 





and strengthened a provision adopted by the House forbidding the President to enter 
into any obligations with respect to post-war economic policy, post-war militar 
policy, or any post-war policy involving international relations except in accordanes 
with constitutional procedure. This was a direct repudiation of the action of the 
President in signing the so-called master agreements made with foreign beneficiaries 
of Lend-Lease, which promised and pledged that in the ultimate settlement of 
Lend-Lease accounts, provision should be made “to the elimination of all forms 
of discriminatory treatment in international commerce, and to the reduction of 
tariffs and other trade barriers,” ete. By this action, Congress served notice on the 
world that the President cannot speak alone for this Government, and that any 
arrangements he may make with foreign powers must be submitted for ratification 
to the’ Senate in accordance with our Constitution. This doubtless will dispose 
Europe to be cautious about final settlements, since it will fear that the ex. 
perience of the Versailles Treaty will be repeated. However, the important fact 
stands out that by extending Lend-Lease by the overwhelming vote of 63 to 1 the 
Senate, as did the House, expressed the general desire of official Washington to 
use all our resources to shorten the war, and to impress our enemies with this 
determination. 

The extent of the aid which the United States and England have giv 
up Antimangramy = —_, is shown by statements made public by our nee adage 
ministrator an rime Minister Churchill.

Planes—United States, 7,800; Britain, 7,778. 

Tanks—United States, 4,700; Britain, 5,031. 

Vehicles—United States, 228,000; Britain 4,620. 

The United States also furnished Russia with 100,000 sub-machine guns ; 740,000 
tons of aviation gasoline and other petroleum products; 1,350.000 tons of steel and 
384,C00 tons of lighter metals, and 145,000 tons of gasoline refinery equipment : In 
addition, $400,000,000 worth of industrial equipment was sent to the Soviet Union 
The British Admiralty states that 98% of the supply ships safely delivered their 
cargoes to Russia. While the British lost naval vessels, the heaviest loss of mer- 
chantmen was borne by the United States. 

Just how Admiral Koga, Commander-in-Chief of the combined Imperial Fleet 
met his death, we will not know perhaps until after the war. The Tokyo broadcast 
said he passed away aboard a plane in performance of front-line duty. Similarlr 
his more widely known predecessor met death. Possibly there is basis for the rumors 
that both Yamamoto and Koga committed suicide, as a result of their failures to de- 
stroy the American Navy, and criticism of their conduct by the Army. Whether true 
or not, the fact stands out that such sudden changes in high command affect the op 
erating efficiency and morale of the entire sea organization. Moreover, the new Com- 
mander-in-Chief may have ideas on strategy wholly different from those of his prede- 
cessors and move to apply them. Whoever he may be and whatever his plans, he will 
find that our Own manoeuvres are designed to keep his Fleet off balance. and to 
bring it to action at the earliest possible moment. : 


Canol Project—Two years after decision to undertake the tapping of Norm: 
Wells field in Canada to provide oil for the defense of the phe 20 4 Seen 
Alaska, it was announced this week that the gigantic production plant is now under 
way, delivering oil to the refinery at Whitehorse, and that a most favorable agree- 
ment has been reached with the Canadian Government and Imperial Oil, Ltd., for the 
delivery of vast quantities of oil. Under the agreement all oil purchased by the 
United States government from this area in the future will be paid for at cost of 
production plus 20 cents per barrel, in the field less a rebate of 5 cents for rental and 
purchase of equipment. After 1954, the United States is obligated either to purchase 
one-fifth of the actual production from Imperial’s fields in the Northwest Territories 
which may be delivered outside the local Norman Wells area, or to release such 
quantities of oil to Imperial, for sale by it. All profits realized from such sale above 
the price paid Imperial by the United States is to be paid to the United States Gov- 
ernment, The oil field exploration and transportation equipment procured by the 
Army for the Norman Wells operations is to be turned over to Imperial Oil Company 
as part of the Army’s contribution to the development of the petroleum reserves, but 
reimbursement for this equipment is provided in the form of a rebate of 5 cents per 
barrel on all crude oil purchased or released by the United States from the reserves. 
Under the agreed price, Imperial Oil, Ltd., will immediately supply the United States 
with crude oil at the agreed price. After the end of the war, Imperial Oil, Ltd., will 
sell to the United States, at the same price, up to additional 60 million barrels of oil. 
Under the original contract, a price of $1.25 per barrel plus production costs, Canadian 
currency had been agreed upon for the first one and a half million barrels, but the 
reserves having proved to be greater than first thought, the early exploration and 
development costs cannot be met by sale of a larger quantity of oil at a lower price. 

Thus the project which came under such bitter criticism when the facts had not 
been fully developed, now proves to be a bulwark to continental defense at a most 
reasonable cost, 


Navy Chiefs Meet—The meeting this week of Admiral Ernest J. King, Commander- 
in-Chief, US Fleet and Chief of Naval Operations, with Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
Pacific commander, and Admiral William F. Halsey, South Pacific Commander, 
presages no good for the Japanese. While Admiral King took the occasion to present 
to Admiral Nimitz the Distinguished Service Medal which Congress had voted to 
him, they talked too of future activities in the Pacific. 

All of the prior known meetings of Admiral King and Admiral Nimitz have 
been marked by considerable activity in the Pacific. In February of 1943 they met 
somewhere on the Pacific Coast. It was that month which saw the expulsion of the 
Japanese from Guadalcanal, while from the Imperial Japanese headquarters came 
an admission that Guadalcanal had been evacuated, the first time they had conceded 
a defeat. The months following saw considerable activity, particularly in the 
Aleutians. In June of 1943 the two great naval leaders were again reported in con- 
ference. This was followed in July by General MacArthur’s great offensive against 
Rendova and New Georgia in which a Pacific fleet under command of Admiral Halsey 
protected the newly won shore establishments on Rendova and drove off the Jap 
Fleet after sinking three cruisers and four destroyers. Following this action we 
were reported to have sunk 20 Japanese warships, destroyers and cruisers, in Kula 
Gulf, New Georgia. The next month Kiska was taken. In October 1943 Admirals 
King, Nimitz and Halsey met for the first time at Pacific Headquarters. Toward 
the end of that month we opened our attacks on Bougainville, the Treasury Islands 
were invaded, task forces under Rear Adm. Theodore Wilkinson and Rear Adm. 
Aaron Merrill severely punished enemy positions, Marines were landed at Empress 
Augusta Bay. In November the islands of Tarawa and Makin were captured. 


Anniversary of West Point—This week marked another anniversary in the history 
of the United States Military Academy, for on 7 May 1794 Congress passed an act 
authorizing the grade of cadet in the Army. Thus, in a way, this may be considered 
the 150th anniversary of the Academy. However, the date usually observed as the 
Academy’s foundation is 16 March for on that date in 1802 the Academy itself was 
created in a bill to establish the Corps of Engineers. Prior to that time there was 
no Academy. It is the latter that is usually celebrated. ‘This year, as in many recent

Army Air Forees—General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the Army Air 
Forces, addressing a conference of Commissions for Inter-American Development, in 
New York City, 9 May, reported that in one month the AAF flew 66,000 sorties over 
Europe and dropped 57,000 tons of bombs—more than in the whole year of 1943. 

In April alone, he stated, 1,140 German fighters have been destroyed in the air 
and an additional 177 on the ground. He added that the Japanese may rest assured 
that it is only a matter of time before the treatment is available to them at home. 

“Because we are able now to deal blows like these,” said General Arnold, “we 
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can confidently say that the postwar world in this hemisphere is not going to be the 
world as planned by our enemies.” 

Maj. Gen. Walter H. Frank, commanding general at Sacramento Air Service 
Command, Sacramento, Calif., recently made public a letter received from General 
Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the AAF. The letter follows: “Informa- 
tion received from combat units at home and abroad indicate the excellent manner 
in which your Air Service Command is performing its work. The difficulties relative 
to inventories, stock record cards, and proper distribution seem to have been fairly 
well cleared up. It is also noted that the number of airplanes out of commission 
awaiting parts has been materially decreased, and work at the depots has been go- 
ing along more rapidly. I desire to take this opportunity of commending you and 
through you, the personnel under your command for the splendid progress made.” 

Col. Charles B. Harvin has been named commanding officer of Enid Army Air 
Field, Enid, Okla., replacing Col. Nicholas T. Perkins who has been transferred to 
Coffeyville, Kans., Army Air Field. Colonel Harvin has been commanding officer at 
Coffeyville. 

Lt. Col. Donald F. Herbst-has returned to Scott Field, Ill, after an absence of 
two years to assume the duties of post adjutant. He relieves Capt. G. D. Specht, who 
will remain as his assistant. 

At a recent meeting in Washington, D. C., of the Airport Lighting Equipment 
Industry Advisory Committee, it was stated that present programs of the AAF are 
being successfully met and future needs will depend upon the course of the war. 
Maj. W. T. Harding added that a continuation of the trend toward standardization 
is the objective of the AAF so far as aviation ground lighting equipment is con- 
cerned. Furthermore, better lighting will be required as it will play an increasingly 
important role in the war. He predicted that lights will increase in both intensity 
and size and that more and more it will be the practice to install lights above the 
ground. 

The RAF reports that the loss of 49 bombers on the night of 3 May was higher 
than in any previous operation against objectives in France. 

The bombing attack by the Strategic Air Forces on railway yards and com- 
munications has been carried out systematically for many weeks. Unofficial reports 
from continental Europe suggest that while the whole railway transport system of 
Germany and the occupied countries has been affected, the worst congestion of all 
is in France and Belgium where many of the main junctions have been out of action 
for long periods. The new technique of concentrated attack with heavy bombs is 
designed to cause so many craters in marshalling yards that their repair requires 
immense labor. This railway bombing has served its purpose and the weight of the 
attack is now being shifted to other targets. 


Naval Aeronauties—The recently developed water injection device for giving an extra 
burst of power to airplane engines is now in Navy combat use in the Pacific. It is 
now known that the device is used on Vought Corsairs, F4U’s, as the Navy Depart- 
ment has announced the success of the device on such planes flown by Lt. Comdr. 
J. T. Blackburn’s “Skull and Cross-Bones” fighter squadron. 

Lt. (jg) Ira C. Kepford, a member of that squadron and the Navy's top-scoring 
fighter pilot, credits the device with saving his life in action over Rabaul. He found 
himself 50 feet over the water with three Zeros close on the tail of his plane, two 
on the right and one on the left. The Zeros had him in range, their tracers streak- 
ing over him. Before they could correct their range Lieutenant Kepford turned up 
his engine to the maximum and flicked on the water injection switch. The resulting 
burst of speed carried him ahead of the tracers and gave him the necessary distance 
to outmaneuver the enemy planes. 

Two Naval Auxiliary Air Stations at the Pensacola, Fla., training center changed 
commanding officers the last of April. Comdr. Lional A. Arthur, USN, back from 
Pacific duty, assumed command of Barin Field, relieving Comdr. R. R. DeWolfe, 
USN. Comdr, C. P. Kerschner, USNR, relieved Comdr. I. B. Monohan, USN, as 
commanding officer of Saufley Field. 

A survival museum, one of the most comprehensive single projects yet under- 
taken to teach self-preservation to naval personnel, particularly aviators, is slated 
for construction at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla. Proposed by Lt. Comdr. 
John Sinkankas, USNR, acting commanding officer, Squadron 8-A, and Lt. Comdr. 
Ifenry R. Nesburn, MC, USNR, the museum will present through exhibits realistic 
methods of coping with the hazards of high altitude flight, surviving afloat on a 
raft and living on tropical islands or in the far north. Typical specimens of plants 
and native foods are to be shown in detail and in life-size settings. A fishing ex- 
hibit covers edible fish found near the shoreline, in lagoons and along reefs. Other 
exhibits will cover health equipment and the care of firearms. 

A miniature bubble octant which may become a vital part of life raft gear has 
been developed and constructed by Cadet Wilfred H, LeMay, Squadron 8-B, Bronson 
Field, Pensacola, Fla. The instrument has been turned over to the Special Devices 
Department for improvement and development. 

At the meeting in Washington, D. C. 30 March, of the Airport Lighting Equip- 
ment Industry Advisory Committee, it was stated that greater emphasis will be 
placed on seadrome lighting, as experience indicates that lack of standardization 
and inadequacy of such lighting as contrasted with the progress made with air- 
field lighting equipment have been handicaps. 

At the same meeting Lieutenant Hardt, of the Aviation Supply Office, stated 
that spare parts will now be procured by that office, although the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts will continue to procure complete assemblies. Procurement policies 
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and procedures will be based largely on past records of the Bureau of Aeronautics 
as the Aviation Supply Office is new in the procurement of aviation ground lighting 


equipment. 


Ordnance Department-—Complete ground rules have been worked out by the Ordnance 
Department for the overseas shipment of nearly 330,000 spare parts. In a series of 
instruction manuals it prescribes a specific methdd of cleaning, preserving, packag- 
ing and identifying. The need for better protection of ammunition against mechanical 
and moisture damage has led to the study of hermetically sealed steel containers. 
It is reported that one of the biggest problems is brought about by extremes of 
temperature. A plane loaded in a tropical jungle is soon flying at high altitudes 
where the temperature may be 60 degrees below zero. A type of container must be 
used which expands and contracts without breaking the outer protective seal and 


covering. , 


Navy Recruit Training—The length of recruit training, now about six weeks, will go 
to 12 weeks by August or September as the intake of new men slackens, Navy De- 
partment witnesses told the House and Senate Appropriations Committees recently 
during hearings on the 1945 naval supply bill. At one time, two years ago, the 
length of training was as low as three weeks, Capt. G. W. Mead, USN, told the 
Congressmen. The varying length of training is due to the unexpected demands 
for personnel which occasionally arise due to acquisition of additional tonnage 
ahead of schedule or not programmed for. In such cases, orders must be given to 
the training stations to release the necessary numbers of men who have been 
longest in training. 

“As the Navy approaches its ceiling strength, greater relative importance 
shifts to training,” Rear Adm. L. E. Denfeld, Assistant Chief of Naval Personnel, 
told the Senate committee. “When in the past, due to press of time and availability 
of manpower, it was necessary and proper to train personnel in one particular 
specialty, it is now necessary to give broader training so that personnel may be 
readily shifted as changed conditions warrant. 

“Furthermore, in the earlier stages of the war, with many from which to choose, 
qualifications were kept high and the shortage of basic training was in some 
measure compensated for by the high average of intelligence and physique of 
those entering the service,” Admiral Denfeld continued; Now, shortage of man- 
mene Sua increased complexity of equipment have made longer training necessary, 

e said.

A small farce of B-24 Liberators of the 
Bighth Air Force, escorted by P-47 Thunder- 
bolts and P-51 Mustangs of the same com- 
mand, late Sunday attacked targets in enemy- 
occupied Belgium. No German fighter op- 
position was encountered. 

All our aircraft returned safely from this 
operation, 


8 May 

Military targets in the Berlin and Bruns- 
wick areas of Germany were bombed this 
morning by very strong forces of B-17 Fliy- 
ing Fortresses and B-24 Liberators of the 
Eighth Air Force. 

It was the second day in succession that 
bomber divisions had continued the air in- 
vasion of the German capital. They found 
a heavy cloud over Germany. Bombing was 
done by means of instruments and results 
were unobserved. Flak was intense. 

The bombers were escorted by very strong 
forces of P-51 Mustangs, P-38 Lightnings 
and P-47 Thunderbolts of the Eighth and 
Ninth Air Forces. Many air battles took 
place, the most intense being over the Bruns- 
wick area. 

Our fighter pilots claim fifty-nine fighters 
destroyed, while our bomber crews claim-de- 
struction of sixty enemy aircraft. From 
these operations thirty-six of our bombers 
and thirteen of our fighters are missing. 

Late this afternoon, in the second mission 
of the day by Eighth Air Force heavy bomb- 
ers, B-24 Liberators bombed railroad yards 
near Brussels in Belgium and B-17 Flying 
Fortresses bombed military installations in 
the Pas-de-Calais and Cherbourg areas in 
France. They were escorted by P-47 Thun- 
derbolts of the Eighth Air Force. 

No enemy fighters interfered with the at- 
tacks, which were made in good visibility, 








but our aircraft flew through intense flak. 
Five bombers are missing from thsee opera- 
tions. All fighters Ds safely. 


Very strong forces of United States Eighth 
Air Force heavy bombers attacked railway 
marshaling yards handling German war 
freight and enemy airdromes in France, 
Belgium and Luxembourg today. 

There were ten targets today—three mar- 
shaling yards and seven airdromes—as B-17 
Flying Fortresses and B-24 Liberators con- 
tinued their offensive following the two-day 
bombing of objectives in Berlin and else- 
where in Germany. 

Escort in very great strength was provided 
by P-51 Mustangs, P-38 Lightnings and P-47. 
Thunderbolts of the United States Eighth 
and Ninth Air Forces, 

The German-utilized targets in the occupied 
countries were marshaling yards at Thion- 
ville, France; Liege, Belgium, and Luxem- 
bourg, and airdromes at Thionville, St. 
Dizier, Laon-Couvron, Laon-Athies and 
Juvincourt, all in France, and at St. Trond 
and Flerennes, both in Belgium. 


9 May 

Very strong forces of B-24 Liberators and 
B-17 Flying Fortresses of the Eighth Air 
Force bombed eight German airdromes and 
three railroad yards in France, Belgium and 
Luxembourg this sg 

Very strong escorting forces of P-51 Mus- 
tangs, P-38 Lightnings and P-47 Thunder- 
bolts of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces 
supported the bombers. Our fighter pilots 
reported shooting down five enemy aircraft 
while bomber crews made -no claims. The 
fighters strafed grounded aircraft, locomo- 
tives and flak towers. 

RAF, Dominion and Allied Spitfires and 
Mustangs flew supporting sweeps. 

Bombing was done in clear weather and the 
results generally were good. The targets at- 
tacked were the railroad yards at Liege, Bel- 
gium; Thionville, France, and Luxembourg; 
and airdromes at Thionville, St. Vizier, Lille- 
Vendeville, Laon-Couvron, Laon-Athies and 
Juvincourt, all in France, and St. Trond and 
Florences in Belguim. 

From these operations six of our bombers 
and seven of our fighters are missing.

P-40’s of the Fourteceuch Air Force on May 
1 dive bombed the bridge at Wan Laikam 
west of the Takaw Ferry destroying one 
span.

Thailand border with unobserved results. 

Additional reports on operations on April 
30 indicate that fighter-bombers attacked the 
railroad bridge at Dong Moi, twenty miles 
southwest of Langson, Indo-China. Direct 
hits were scored on the road section which 
was completely demolished. Our fighters re- 
turned late in the day scoring more direct 
hits. They also strafed a string of box cars 
north of Dong Mdi.

William L. Rodgers, USN, 
Ret., died Sunday afternoon, 7 May, at 
the Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. 
He was 84'years old and had been seri- 
ously ill since January, 

Vice Admiral Rodgers lived at 1738 R 
Street, Washington, D. C., with his sister, 
Mrs. Robert Giles, the only surviving 
member of his immediate family. 

Born 4 Feb. 1860, in the District of Colum- 
bia, Vice Admiral Rodgers was a member of 
one of America’s most distinguished Naval 
families, and was himself an outstanding 
Naval figure. His father, Rear Adm. John 
Rodgers, who was born in Harford County, 
Md., in 1812, entered the Navy as a midship- 
man in 1828, fought in the Civil War and later 
became Commandant of the Boston Navy 
Yard. His grandfather, Commodore John 
Rodgers, born in Harford County, Md., in 
1772, entered the Navy as a Lieutenant in 
1798, fought in the war against France, the 
War of 1512, and between those two conflicts 
saw action in the Barbary War. 

Vice Admiral Rodgers, graduating from 
the Naval Academy in 1878, saw his first 
action in the war against Spain, serving on 
the torpeo boat Foote. For the next 10 years 
he served aboard various Naval ships, and in 
1911 was made President of the Naval War 
College. In 1915 he was made a member of the 
General Board. 

Promoted from Captain to Rear Admiral 
in 1916, he was ordered to command the 
Train of the Atlantic Fleet, and in 1918, with 
the rank of Vice Admiral, was named Com- 
mander of the Asiatic Fleet. For his services 
in the World War, Vice Admiral Rodgers was 
awarded the Navy Cross. 

One of the Navy’s outstanding authorities 
on International Law, the Vice Admiral was 
chosen as a member of the Advisory Council 
of the Washington Conference on Limitation 
of Armaments in 1921, and for his work there 
he received a Letter of Commendation from 
Secretary of State Charles E. Hughes. 

Vice Admiral Rodgers retired on reaching 
the age limit on + Feb., 1924. Thereafter he 
devoted much of his time to writing. 

Funeral services were held Wednesday, at 
St. John’s Church. Private burial services 
were in Oakhill Cemetery.

Col. Patrick S. Madigan, MC, USA, 
Chief Surgeon at the Station Hospital at 
Ft. Belvoir, Va., died suddenly 8 May, 
terminating an Army medical career of 
more than 27 years practice beginning in 
France in World War I. 

A native of Washington, D. C., where he 
was born on 18 Feb. 1887. Colonel Madigan 
attended Georgetown University, °’08, and 
Medical School, 12. He served as an instruc- 
tor at Georgetown University from 1913 
through 1917. He received his master’s degree 
at Gonzaga College in Washington. 

Colonel Madigan was a member of an Army 
medical family. Two of his brothers were 
doctors in the Regular Army. A brother-in- 
law. Dr. John Shugree of the Mayo Clinic 
medical staff and formerly a member of the 
Walter Reed General Hospital staff, is a well 
known brain surgeon. 

One of his two sons, Emmet P. Madigan, 
carries on the Army medical tradition of the 
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His Army medical career began 2 August 
1917. As a lieutenant in the medical corps of 
the Regular Army, he served in France with 
the 7th Division, 64th Infantry during World 
War 1. He remained in the Army following 
the Armistice serving at’ Hampton Roads 
Va., in 1919 and later at the Walter Reed 
General Hospital from 1920 to 1926. During 
the same period he continued his studies and 
experiments at the Army Medical School ip 
Washington, D. C., and the Medical Field 
Service School at Carlisle, Pa. 

In 1940 he was appointed as medical advisor 
to the Surgeon General and the Adjutant Gen- 
eral in Washington, D. He served in that 
capacity for 8 months when he was assigned 
to the Station Hospital at Camp Lee, Va., as 
commanding officer. 

Colonel Madigan was appointed Chief Sur- 
geon at the Station Hospital at Ft. Belvoir 
9 Feb. 1944 and served there up to the time 
of his death. Colonel and Mrs. Madigan re- 
sided at Ft. Belvoir. 

Col. Patrick S. Madigan is survived by his 
brothers, Col. John J. Madigan, MC, USA: 
Dr. Joseph P. Madigan, and sisters Misses 
Margaret and Mary Madigan and Mrs. A 
Levin, all of Washington, D. C. 

Solemn High Requiem Mass was held at St. 
Martin’s Chapel at Ft. Belvoir at 10:45 Wed., 
10 May. Interment was in the Arlington Na 
tional Cemetery.

The sudden .death on 1 May of Col. 
Charles A. Wickliffe, Judge Advocate of 
the Third Service Command, came as a 
profound shock to his many friends and 
associates. 

Colonel Wickliffe was stricken sud- 
denly with a heart attack in baltimore 
and died a few hours later at the Marine 
Hospital. His death was the more tragic 
as he was scheduled in four months to 
embark on the terminal leave which 
would have rounded out a career begun 
when he was commissioned a First Liev- 
tenant in the Kentucky National Guard 
in 1914, 

He had been stationed at Third Service 
Command headquarters since January, 1942, 
and during his Baltimore wartime service had 
become one of the best known and respected 
of the senior officers there. 

Colonel Wickliffe was born in Louisiana 28 
Oct. 1884, but his family was from Bardstown, 
Ky., and returned there when he was for some 
years in civilian law practice with his father. 
He received his law degree at the University 
of Virginia. As a member of the National 
Guard he served on the Mexican Border and 
served in the World War as a Captain in the 
Infantry and Field Artillery. He was com- 
missioned a Captain, FA, Regular Army, 1 
July 1920, and passing through all the inter- 
mediate grades was promoted to Colonel in 
1942. He had served in the Judge Advocate 
General’s Department since 1 July 1928, and 
was on duty in the National Guard Bureau 
from December, 1937, to April, 1941. 

Funeral services were conducted 3 May in 
the Fort Myer Chapel and burial was in 
Arlington Cemetery. Chaplain Arthur H. 
Ablanalp, Assistant Service Command Chap- 
lain, and Chaplain T. W. B. Magman, of Fort 
Myer, officiated. 

He is survived by his wife, the former 
Miss Mary McPherson of Louisville, Ky.; &

east China coast, sinking a 1,000-ton freight- 
er with direct Nts by cannon shell and two 
bombs. They also strafed a number of sam-

Other Mitchells with fighter escort bombed 
the airdrome at Tangyand, northeast of Ich- 
ang in the Yangtze River area, scoring many 
hits on runways. The fighter escort attacked 
a near-by cavalry post, destroying rolling 
stock, starting fires, and inflicting casualties 
among Japanese troops. 


May 

Various additional activity not reported 
in previous communiques was undertaken 
by Fourteenth Air Force Aircraft. 

“p-40’s, in a sea sweep off Campha Port, 
French Indo-China, bombed two 100-foot 
barges which were probably damaged. They 
also strafed a number of junks in the chan- 
nels. The P-40’s returned to the Dong Moi 
railroad bridge in French Indo-China which 
had been attacked on the previous day, They 
bombed the bridge with unobserved results 
but scored a direct hit which destroyed five 
box cars and considerable trackage. 

Other fighter bombers attacking the rail- 
way bridge at Dinh Cau scored hits on fifteen 
box cars and damaged installations. The 
railroad bridge at Bao Le was bombed and 
severly damaged. 

P-40’s dive-bombed Na Dzoung carbide 
mines in French Indo-China, damaging build- 
ings and installations including a processing 
plant. They then attacked railroads north 
of Langson with undetermined results. 

All our aircraft were accounted for. 

5 May 

Liberators of the Fourteenth Air Force on 
3 May, on a sea sweep of the South China 
Sea, attacked a six-ship enemy convoy, sink- 
ing a 4,000-ton freighter. Another 900-ton 
freighter, later attacked by the Liberators, 
also was sunk. 

The Fourteenth Air Force P-40’s were ac- 
tive in French Indo-China throughout 2 May 
and at Na Cham attacked railroad yards and 
stations, causing much damage and destroy- 
ing rolling stock. They also damaged a rail- 
road bridge seven miles north of Kep and 
bombed a railroad bridge near Bacle, de- 
stroying one span. Other P-40’s strafed a 
number of junks while on a sea sweep of 
Tongking Gulf. 

7 May 

On 6 May Liberators of the Fourteenth U. 
S. A. F. on a sea sweep of the southeast China 
coast attacked a seven-ship convoy with un- 
observed results. P-40’s on the same day at- 
tacked a bridge near Loiwing, Burma, de- 
stroying one span. 

During daylight 5 May, Liberators on a 
sea sweep of the southeast China coast at- 
tacked one 900-ton and one 500-ton vessel, 
both of which were damaged. 

Fourteenth Air Force P-40’s bombed and 
damaged a bridge near Wanpahsa on the 
surma-Thalland border and strafed instal- 
lations at Kengtung, where seven trucks were 
destroyed and several buildings damaged. 
Other P-47’s attacked a bridge at Hsenwi, 
causing slight damage. 

On 4 May, P-40’s strafed gun positions at 
Pailuchi, killing many of the crews. They 
also attacked several small launches on the 
Yangtze River. Mitchell bombers on a sea 
sweep off Hongkong strafed many sampans, 
causing many casualties, 

Delayed reports on the action of 3 May in- 
dicate that aircraft of (Maj. Gen. Claire L.) 
Chennault’s Chinese-American Composite 
Wing were active in support of Chinese 
ground operations along the Yellow River. 

P-40’'s bombed a Yellow River bridge 
northwest of Chengchow, scoring eleven di- 
rect hits. They then strafed the road from 
Loyang to Luchow, killing 300 to 400 Japa- 
nese soldiers and destroying approximately 
fifteen trucks. 

Chinese-American Mitchell bombers on a 
ground support mission attacked Japanese 
installations at Mihsien, starting several 
fires. They then strafed and damaged four- 
teen trucks on the road northeast of the 
town. On the road between Hsuchang and 
Yuchow they strafed and damaged approxi- 
mately 100 trucks moving toward Yuchow. 
~ A motor pool southeast of Chihsien in which 
200 to 300 trucks were concentrated then were 
bombed. Twelve bombs landed among the 
vehicles with unobserved results. Continuing, 
they bombed troop concentrations and more 
than 100 motor vehicles along the road north 
of Yenling. Direct hits were scored. 

Liberators of the Fourteenth United States 
Air Force on the night of 5 and 6 May flew 





their second mission to Indo-China in as many 
weeks, attacking installations at Saigon. 
Preliminary reports indicate that many large 
fires were started. 

Other Liberators the same night attacked 
docks and other installations at Haiphong. 
The results of this mission have not yet been 
reported. 

tliements of the Chinese-American Com- 
posite Wing continued their activity in_sup- 
port of Chinese troops in the Yellow River 
area. Mitchell bombers with P-40’s for sup- 
port bombed railroad yards in the storage 
area at Sinyang in southern Honan 5 May. 
Ninety-five per cent of the bombs hit the 
target area, causing large explosions and 
many fires. 

Chinese-American P-40’s strafed troop col- 
umns along the road from Loyang to Lu- 
chow in the south, destroying forty to fifty 
trucks, armored cars and tanks and causing 
between 300 and 400 troop casualties. Our 
fighters also intercepted and shot down two 
Japanese bombers during the mission. 

Fourteenth Air Force Mitchell bombers 5 
May, with Lightnings and Mustangs as es- 
cort, attacked warehouses in Kiukiang on 
the Yangtze River. Many hits were scored and 
large fires were seen burning. All our air- 
craft were accounted for.

Aircraft of the Chinese-American Com- 
posite Wing were active 6 May in support 
of Chinese ground troops in the Yellow River 
area, 

Mitchells with fighter escort attacked motor 
concentrations and enemy troop columns 
along the Hiangcheng-Linju road. Between 
twenty to thirty vehicles were destroyed, 
more damaged, and about 250 Japanese sol- 
diers were killed. An oil dump was hit and 
large fires and explosions were noted. Our 
aircraft encountered two Japanese fighters, 
one of which was shot down. 

Later, Chinese-American Composite Wing 
fighter-bombers strafed troops and vehicles 
in the same area. One hundred vehicles, in- 
cluding five tanks, were believed destroyed 
and many casualties caused. 

In French Indo-China, Fourteenth Army 
Air Force fighter-bombers sank a_ seventy- 
five-foot barge at Campha Port and also at- 
tacked many sampans near Cat Ba Island. 
At least fifteen sampans were destroyed and 
twenty-five damaged. Approximately fifteen 
boats fifty to seventy-five feet long also were 
destroyed. 

Other lighter bombers attackéd Japanese 
installations along the railroad between Phu 
Lang Thuong and Langson. Two locomotives 
were destroyed and ninety-three railroad cars 
destroyed or damaged. 

Other aircraft dive-bombed carbide mines 
at Nazuong, destroying main buildings and 
starting fires in the area. 

Fighter-bombers again attacked the road 
near Langson 7 May, destroying one loco- 
motive and damaging fifteen railroad cars. 


9 May 

Airmen of the Chinese-American Composite 
Wing, continuing their assaults in support of 
Chinese ground operations in the Yellow 
River area, on 7 May centered their attacks 
on troops and motor vehicles concentrations 
in the rear of the enemy lines. 

Fighter-bombers strafed roads and Japa- 
nese installations east of Linju, killing 150 
Japanese and destroying much equipment. 
Other fighter-bombers damaged from forty 
to sixty trucks, destroyed two tanks and 
caused many casualties in a concentration 
south of Loyang. 

Attacking enemy vehicles between Hiang- 
cheng and Kiahsien, fighter-bombers de- 
stroyed approximately thirty trucks and 
caused many casualties. Along the road from 
Yehsien to Paofeng, P-40’s dive-bombed large 
truck concentrations and our Mitchells at- 
tacked motor vehicles northwest of Hiang- 
cheng with unobserved results. 

On 6 May Fourteenth Air Force Mitchells, 
including those of the Chinese-American Com- 
posite Wing, with P-38, P-51 and P-40 escort 
»ombed an airdrome and Japanese installa- 
tions at Hankow. Many direct hits were 
scored in the target area and fires and large 
explosions observed. Our fighters encoun- 
tered more than thirty enemy aircraft. In 
the ensuing fight a number of Japanese air- 
eraft were shot down and others damaged.

Utilize Prisoners of War 


The number of prisoners of war in this 
country, as announced by the War De- 
partment, 8 May, is 183,618. Of this num- 
ber 133,135 are German, 50,136 Italian 
and 327 Japanese, They are in 208 
camps, located in all but seven states. 

Utilization of these prisoners, accom- 
plished without putting them into com- 
petition with free American labor, has 
resulted in a total of 19,300,321 man-days 
of useful employment from June, 1943, to 
the end of March, 1944. Only 285 prison- 
ers of war have escaped, and as of 3 May 
1944, only five of these, all men who had 
escaped within the last few days, were 
still at large. 

It was also announced this week that 
in the furtherance of Italian cobelliger- 
ent efforts, Italian prisoners of war who 
volunteer in writing will be given the op- 
portunity to serve in service units or- 
ganized on a military basis. These units 
will render various kinds of support 
other than combat, being staffed with 
Italian officers and noncommissioned of- 
ficers under the ultimate command of 
American officers. Their uniforms will 
bear easily distinguishable markings. Lt. 
Gen. Brehon Somervell, commanding gen- 
eral of the ASF, is responsible for the 
organization, training and utilization of 
the units, Brig. Gen. John M. Eager, 
former Chief of Staff, Fifth Service 
Command, has been named commanding 
general of the units, which will be under 
the supervision of the Service Commands 
in which they are stationed.

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Study Psychoneurosis 
Methods of treatment unknown or un- 
used a few years ago are restoring to full 
duty a large percentage of the men who 
preak under the strain of combat and be- 
come psychoneurotic cases, states Maj. 
Gen. Norman T. Kirk, the Surgeon Gen 
eral. J 
General Kirk, accompanied by Col. 

William C. Menninger, chief of the 
Neuropsychiatric Branch, appeared at a 
Washington press conference 9 May, 
where Colonel Menninger, termed by Gen- 
eral Kirk “the best qualified psychiatrist 
in the Army,” explained the presence of 
psychoneurotics in the Army and out- 
lined the handling of such cases. 

Despite careful screening at induction 
centers and during training, he said, 
many such cases do occur, He pointed 
out that this is to be expected in view of 
the fact that in civilian life one out of 
every 22 Americans will be hospitalized 
by mental illness at some time during his 
lifetime. In everyday life, it was ex- 
plained, the individual is often able to 
adjust himself without medical assist- 
ance, while in the armed services those 
unable to perform full duties are hos- 
pitalized. 

“New methods of treatment,” said Col- 
onel Menninger, “are being developed to 
salvage Army psychoneuroties for fur- 
ther duty. Thirty to 40 per cent of battle 
psychoneuroses are salvaged and re- 
turned to duty within 48 hours. 

“Battle psychoneuroses are often in- 
duced by complete physical exhaustion— 
by sleepless nights in foxholes, by battle, 
by long weeks of cold rations. Treatment 
is given at clearing stations within sight 
and sound of the front where hot food, a 
bath if possible, sedatives and a long sleep 
often are quite sufficient to bring about 
complete recovery.” 

Another 40 per cent, he said, can be 
salvaged at evacuation hospitals where 
similar but longer treatment is given. 
Even among those remaining there are 
many who can be completely cured while 
there remains a percentage who must be 
discharged, These can and do become 
useful members of society through read- 
justment. A survey is being made of such 
discharged patients in order to learn the 
degree of success with which they are 
reentering civilian life. 

The pace and scope of modern warfare, 
its extremes of climate and long periods 
of isolation, undoubtedly impose more 
strain than was the case in World War I. 

Psychoneurotics, he said, are sick, as 
disabled as if suffering a physical wound, 
but definitely not insane. There is a ten- 
dency in some quarters to treat such 
cases as malingerers. This is entirely 
wrong, for to the psychoneurotic his 
symptoms are terribly real and he is in- 
capacitated to the same extent as those 
with actual physical ailments. It was 
also pointed out that often men with 
such tendencies are soldiers of extremely 
high efficiency, only breaking after the 


collection of such information from sev- 
eral sources. A confidential form is pre- 
pared for each man containing informa- 
tion as to the education he has received, 
health record, hospitalization for mental 
ills and court record. States which have 
kept such individual records are making 
them available. While still incomplete, 
such records are proving of great value 
in the screening process.

Important developments affecting 
Business, occurred this week. Chairman 
Hannegan of the Democratic National 
Committee, announced that President 
Roosevelt would be a candidate for a 
Fourth Term at the moment when more 
than half of the delegates elected to the 
Democratic National Convention had de- 
clared they would support his nomina- 
tion. The President, looking well after 
his convalescence, refused to comment on 
the Hannegan announcement, or to indi- 
eate his selection for the Vice Presiden- 
tial nomination. The primary victories of 
Senators Hill, of Alabama, and Pepper, 
of Florida, both New Dealers, caused con- 
fidence in Administration circles that the 
South would be found again in the Roose- 
velt column next November. The Repub- 
lican presidential ticket will be made up 
of Governor Dewey, of New York, for 
whose nomination a majority of the Re- 
publican National Convention already is 
pledged, and Governor Warren, of Cali- 
fornia. 

While the President stated this week 
that the victory of the CIO Union in the 
Montgomery Ward election, ended the 
case, and the military was withdrawn and 
the concern returned to the owners, pub- 
lic interest continues aroused because the 
issues raised remain unsettled. Attorney 
General Biddle advanced sweeping claim 
of Presidential power, and whether they 
were sound will not be determined since 
the Court holds that its consideration of 
the matter is no longer necessary. The 
management of Montgomery Ward states 
it will not renew its contract with the 
Union because that contract contains the 
maintenance of membership clause which 
it originally accepted under duress. Set- 
tlement of this question will be forced as 
a result of the action of the National 
War Labor Board in referring to the 
President the refusal of a Springfield 
subsidiary of the company to comply 
with a Board directive for the union

maintenance of membership. 

John L. Lewis has withdrawn the ap- 
plication of the United Mine Workers for 
readmission to the American Federation 
of Labor and has demanded the instant 
return of $60,000 which accompanied the 
application. Thus has disappeared any 
chance that Labor Peace will be brought 
about as the President has desired. 

Tax simplification, as affecting officers 
and men in the Services, is discussed in 


another column. Upon Republican in- 
sistence, the House Ways and Means 


Committee has recommended the advance 
of the Public Debt limit from $210 bil- 
lions to $240 billions. Secretary Morgen- 
thau had urged the limit be fixed at $260 
billions. He now states that that fixed 
by the Committee must be raised later 
on. He forecasts the Public Debt on 
30 June next will reach $197 billions, and 
on 30 June, 1945, $258 billions. 

A special three-judge Federal Court at 
Philadelphia holding that Pullman, Inc., 
has violated the anti-trust laws, has de- 
creed that it separate completely and 
perpetually its railroad car building en- 
terprise from its sleeping car service. 
The decree becomes effective within sixty 
days unless an appeal be carried to the 
Supreme Court. 





Merchant Marine 

Ten of the 154 vessels delivered by 
American shipyards in April were the 
new Victory type, the Maritime Commis- 
sion reported this week. ; 

The 154 vessels, totalling 1,593,691 
deadweight tons, bring the 1944 deliver- 
ies to 564 ships of 5,709,642 tons—a bet- 
ter record than the 536 ships of 5,360,712 
tons detivered in the first four months 
of 1943, despite the fact that yards are 
being converted from Liberty to Victory 
ship construction. It is expected that 11 
fast ships will be delivered in 1944 for 
each eight slower vessels. 

The remaining 144 vessels delivered in 
April included 79 Liberty ships, 20 C-type 
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vessels, 17 large tankers, 15-special type 
vessels, five coastal cargo ships, one cogs. 
tal tanker, one concrete cargo ship, fiye 
concrete barges and one seagoing tug, 

A readjustment of ship construction 
contracts to permit ordering of 68 addi- 
tional large tankers for delivery before 
1 July 1945 has been announced by the 
Maritime Commission. 

“To take advantage of the special abili- 
ties and facilities of the Sun Shipbuila- 
ing and Dry Dock Company, Chester, Pa.. 
in the construction of large ocean-going 
tankers,” the commission stated, “a con- 
tract for 24 tankers was awarded to that 
company.” A total of 50 tankers is scheq- 
uled for delivery by Sun during 1945, 

Contract for 38 of the additional tank- 
ers was awarded to Kaiser’s Swan Is- 
land Yard, and order for the remaining 
six was placed with Bethlehem-Sparrows 


Point in Baltimore. 


Thirty transport vessels to be built by 
Sun have been given to Kaiser’s Van- 
couver and Richmond yards. These yes- 
sels will be built as troop transports. 

Release Casualty List 

A Merchant Marine casualty list cover- 
ing the period 1 March to 30 April was 
released by the Navy Department this 
week. The list contains the names of only 
6 dead and 61 missing, indicating the drop 
in shipping losses. In addition, one per- 
son previously listed as missing and two 
listed as prisoners have been reported as 


dead. 


The casualty figures include only losses 
from enemy action. Americans on foreign 
flag vessels are not included. 

The new list brings the total of mer- 
chant marine casualties reported from 27 
Sept. 1941 to 1 May 1944 to 709 dead, 
4,364 missing and 561 prisoners of war.

Study National Guard Status 

Two plans for employment of the Na- 
tional Guard after the war were studied 
by 140 guard leaders meeting in Balti- 
more last week for the 65th annual joint 
conference of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation and the Adjutants General Asso- 
ciation of the United States. 

Urging a universal selective service 
system after the war, Lt. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, USA-Ret., commander of the New 
York Guard, stated that the National 
Guard should be retained as a training 
force for such selectees. 

Also discussed at the conclave was the 
plan of Maj. Gen. Sherman Miles, com- 
manding general, Ist Service Command, 
which would insure that a state would 
not be left defenceless when its National 
Guard was inducted into federal service. 
General Miles has proposed that each Na- 
tional Guard regiment have attached to 
it for training purposes a fourth battal- 
ion of the older, less eligible men, which 
would remain in the state when the regi- 
ment was called out. Under this plan each 
company possibly would have an addi- 
tional platoon in training with it. 

General Drum recommended that the 
peacetime draft be extended to all males 
reaching the age of 18 years, except 
those “beyond rehabilitation.” Such men 





would serve one year in the Regular 
Army, two years in the National Guard 
or reserves and two years in a “federal 
reserve.”

The federal reserve’ training 
would include two hours a month and 
an annual 15-day camp period. 

Before adjourning, the conference re- 
elected Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, of 
Minn., as president of the combined asso- 
ciations.

Tax Simplification Bill 
A tax simplification bill which will re- 
lieve most taxpayers of the necessity of 
filing returns without materially chang- 
ing tax rates has been passed by the 
House and is now under study by the 
Senate Finance Committee. 





It is estimated that the $17-billion in- | 


dividual income tax burden will be re- 
duced by $60-million, or one-third of one 
per cent, by the bill. 

However, important changes are made 
in existing law. 

1. For surtax, there is a uniform exemption 
of $500 per person. 

2. The Victory Tax is repealed and a new 
normal tax of 3 per cent is imposed on each 
person whose net income exceeds $500 to re- 
tain on the tax rolls those persons now pay- 
ing only the Victory Tax. 

3. A simplified tax table, so constructed as 
to allow the taxpayer a standard deduction 
of approximately 10 per cent of his gross in- 
come, is available to taxpayers with adjusted 
gross income of less than $5,000. Adjusted 
gross income is gross income less business de- 
ductions.

Study Veterans’ Benefits 

The omnibus veterans benefits bill, the 
so-called “G-I Bill of Rights,” came up 
for debate in the House this week, with 
good prospects of passage before the end 
of today. 

A number of clarifying amendments 
were added to the Senate approved Dill 
by the House Committee on World War 





Veterans’ Legislation. However, it ap- 
peared that the entire section dealing 


with post-war educational opportunities 
to be administered by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration would be shelved in favor of 
a States rights education bill, reported by 
the House Education Committee. This 
bill is similar to the education bill re- 
ported by the Senate Committee on Edu- 
eation and Labor which was shelved when 
the Senate passed the general G-I legisla- 
tion.

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Army Discharges Speeded 
Establishment of simplified separation 
procedures, designed to speed Army dis- 
charges and at the same time help the 
readjustment of soldiers returning to 
civilian life, was announced 11 May by 
the War Department. 

First major step in setting up the new 
system has been the activation of a sepa- 
ration center at Ft. Dix, N. J., to serve 
as a model for similar centers to be es- 
tablished throughout the country at some 
future date and as conditions warrant. 
The centers, under the supervision of the 
Commanding General, Army Service 
Forces, and under the immediate control 
of the Service Commands, will centralize 
discharge and separation operations now 
scattered in Army posts and ports of de- 
barkation. 

Only service men and women who are 
not being discharged for a physical dis- 
ability pass through the centers. Dis- 
charge of physically disabled veterans 
will continue to be handled by Army hos- 
pitals. Although the Fort Dix center, dur- 
ing its month of operations, has acted 
only for enlisted men, it is planned that 
both officers and WACs will be processed 
at the centers. 

Men ordered to the centers from Army 
posts or ports receive their final pay, 
wind up their military careers and are 
offered vocational and educational guid- 
ance designed to facilitate their return to 
civilian status. 

Under streamlined procedures now in 
force at Fort Dix, only 48 hours are re- 
quired from the time a man arrives to 
the time he boards a train for his home, 
in contrast to the three weeks or more 
often required under former methods. 

Aim of the Fort Dix center and the 
others to be established is to get the non- 
disabled soldier back into the Nation’s 
economic life with as little delay and red 
tape as possible, and to help him solve 
his own personal problems such as em- 
ployment, educational opportunities or 
finances. 

There is no effort on the part of the 
Army, the War Department emphasized, 
to “do everything” for the veteran. Self- 
reliance is keynoted, and it has been 
noted that discharged men themselves do 
not desire anything that might be termed 
“pampering,” either by the Army or other 
agencies, 

The primary objective is to wind up the 
soldier’s Army life. He hears an orienta- 
tion talk about his imminent return to 
civil life, his new responsibilities, and his 
rights and privileges as a veteran. He un- 
dergoes a complete medical examination. 
If medical treatment is indicated, dis- 
charge may be postponed while treatment 
is given by the Army. He receives his final 
pay, travel pay to the point of induction 
and, if eligible, the first installment of 
his mustering-out pay. He is advised to 
buy his ticket home immediately. Bank- 
ing facilities and a travel office have been 
set up adjacent to the pay window. 

Military personnel skilled in vocational 
and education counselling are on hand to 
assure that every man leaves the center 
knowing what awaits him. The soldier 
may have no problem. He may or may 
not plan on returning to his former job. 
Young soldiers may never have had a job. 
Some may want to complete interrupted 
educations. These men will seek the high- 
ly trained counsellors, who draw up rec- 
ords showing the soldier’s military and 
civilian experience and qualifications. If 
hecessary, the soldier may be tested to 
determine his job aptitudes. He is fully 
informed of opportunities in his chosen 
field. 

The counsellors advise only. They make 
ho effort to tell a man what to do. The 
men may be referred to the United States 
Employment Service or the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration. Representatives of both are 
available at the center. 

Personnel of the Personal Affairs Di- 
vision of Army Service Forces are avail- 
able for consultation. The soldier may 
have problems unrelated to employment 
or education. He may want advice con- 
cerning continuation of his National Ser- 
Vice Life Insurance, his War Bond allot- 
ments, lost personal effects, transporta- 
tion for his family and household goods. 
Personal Affairs officers are authorized 
to take whatever steps are necessary to 
Solve these and other such problems. 

The discharged soldier takes from the 
center his uniform, his discharge certifi- 
cate and a statement of his military ser- 








vice listing his qualifications and experi- 
ence for the benefit of prospective em- 
ployers.

$15-Billion for Army 

Appropriations totalling $15,676,652,- 
700 to finance the military activities of 
the War Department for the fiscal year 
beginning 1 July were asked of Congress 
this week by the President. A subcom- 
mittee of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, headed by Representative J. Buell 
Snyder, Pa., has begun hearings on the 
measure. 

The money asked is a drastic reduction 
from the $59,034,839,673 appropriated for 
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the fiscal year 1944. The reduction is 
made possible by large carry-overs of 
funds. Actual expenditures during the 


coming fiscal year are estimated at $49- 
billion. It is estimated that there will 
be available 1 July unobligated balances 
from current appropriations totalling 
$33,607 263,800. Actual expenditures 
during the coming fiscal year are esti- 
mated at $49-billion. 

The estimates envision the mainte- 
nance and operation of an Army of 7,700,- 
000 officers and enlisted, including 209,- 
000 WACS or three times the present 
number in that corps. 

The funds will provide for deliveries 
of munitions and equipment, except air- 
craft, through 31 Dec. 1945. Deliveries of 
aircraft will be financed to 30 June 1946. 

Pay, allowances and transportation of 
the Army will cost $12,690,000,000 dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year; the Air Force 
will cost $12,610,000,000; the Ordnance 
Department is expected to spend $8,599,- 
000,000, Allotted for military lend-lease 
is more than $5-billion, and $562,550,000 
is earmarked for relief of civilians in 
liberated territories.

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Pension Increase For Veterans 

By the enactment of H.[. 3377, passed 
by the House 17 Nov. 1948 and reported 
by. the Senate Committee on Finance late 
last week, veterans of World Wars I and 
II pensioned for permanent total dis- 
ability not shown to be service-connected 
would have their pension increased to 
$50 a month, the present rate being $40.
